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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention, the species has been identified as follows: 

Species 1: claims 51-76, 118-119 and 121-123, directed to a method of producing a 
composite solid polymer electrolyte comprising the step of preparing a mixture of the polymer 
substrate and the conducting material and casting or extruding the composite; 

Species 2: claims 77-84, directed to a method of producing a composite solid polymer 
electrolyte comprising the step of performing a sulfonation reaction; 

Species 3: claims 85-109 and 120-123, directed to a method of producing a composite 
solid polymer electrolyte comprising the step of solubilizing the conducting polymer and 
imbibing the porous polymer substrate therewith; 

Species 4: claims 110-117, directed to a method of producing a composite sohd polymer 
electrolyte comprising the step of preparing a polymer substrate and subsequently impregnating 
the polymer substrate with monomers as to be in-situ polymerized. 

AppHcant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the
